Internationalist 


In a long-distance talk with Marshall 
Cassidy. who on April 15 had stepped 
aside as director of racing for the New 
York Racing Association to devote more 
time to his responsibilities as executive 
secretary of The Jockey Club. we ex- 
pressed some surprise, and possibly there 
was a suggestion of regret in our voice. 

“Oh, I’m quite satisfied,” he said. “The 
Jockey Club is more active-minded now 
than at any time since I’ve been connected 
with it. The Societe d’Encouragement has 
asked Mr. Widener to send me over to 
look at their operation, and that led to 
requests from some other countries. I’m 
very elated.” 

He hoped that one of the by-products 
of his work abroad would be a stimulation 
of interest in international racing. and he 
thought the problems in this field were 
not insurmountable. The key was in pro- 
viding conditions which would be familiar 
and acceptable to sportsmen of all 
countries. he said. 

“But there will be a difference. This 
job ve had has been sort of a_pres- 
sure job. especially with the building of 
our new track and all. It’s been very 
demanding. and then I made it more de- 
manding because I confiscated responsi- 
bilities myself. This new project will be 
very different. and I am happy about it.” 

We could not hang up without asking 
about the long overdue volume of the 
stud book. 

“The stud book will be out, I think. 
within 2 months. We have reorganized and 
departmentalized, and from now on there 
should not be more than a 2-year interval 
between books.”

\ story from Jim Coleman constitutes 
the most encouraging racing publicity 
we have seen in recent years: 

Fort Erte, April 21. In a radical departure 
from standard North American racing 
practices, John J. Mooney, general manager of the 
Jockey Club, announced tonight that “more than 
50 per cent of the races” in all future meetings 
at Old Woodbine, Woodbine, and Fort Erie will 
be run at distances between 1 mile and 2 miles. 
At present, approximately 75 per cent of the races 
on North American tracks are run at distances 
of less than one mile.

Mr. Mooney made his announcement at a dinner 
for horsemen, held tonight in the dining-lounge 
of the Fort Erie Jockey Club. He appealed to 
the horsemen for their co-operation in this ex- 
periment which ‘will provide more and_ better 
entertainment for the public.” 

Although attendance at the Jockey Club’s 3 
Ontario tracks has shown an increase of more 
than 50 per cent in the past 7 years, Mooney said 
that, in his opinion, “we have merely scraped 
the surface.” Although horse racing is North 
America’s largest spectator sport, he charged 
that racing associations aren’t coming close to 
realizing their full potential. 

He blamed this on “the humdrum racing pro- 
grams which are offered.” Conceding that racing 
programs have improved to some extent in recent 
years, he charged that the tracks “still do not 
offer the variety which is necessary if we are to 
hold and improve our position in competition 
with other sports and other forms of public 
entertainment.” 

Mooney pointed out that North American tracks 
have polled their patrons, seeking information 
as to what type of racing is preferred by the 
public. More than 80 per cent of these patrons 
“have made it emphatically clear that they pre- 
fer races of more than one mile. They enjoy the 
thrills of the starts in front of the stands. We 
have an obligation to cater to the wishes of our 
patrons.” 

The Jockey Club’s general manager told the 
horsemen that the new policy on Ontario tracks 
will call for drastic revision of current training 
and breeding theories. Since it has become cus- 
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tomary for 6 sprints to be carded on an average 
day's racing program on North American tracks, 
horsemen have taken “the easy way” and trained 
their horses for the shorter Coin- 
cidentally, breeders have been producing “speed 
rather than horses which are bred to 
run over the classic distances.

Mr. Mooney admitted that he anticipates some 
difficulty in carding at least 4 races at more than 
every program at Old Woodbine, 
Monday, May 9. However, he 
said that he has full confidence in the co-opera- 
tion of the horsemen. He added that he is quite 
hopeful that, by next year, 60 per cent of the 
races on Ontario tracks will be run at more than 
one mile.

The encouraging part of this story is 
the fact that a policy of giving preference 
to distance races has been decided upon 
by an organization which directs the 
racing program in the Toronto area 
throughout the entire season. A_ horse 
which can run well at a mile and half 
or more can be trained for distance rac- 
ing without jeopardizing his earning 
power, since there will be continuing 
opportunities for him. (We are assum- 
ing that the management intends to go 
further than the substitution of 814- 
furlong races for 6-furlong races.) 

Our best wishes are with the Jockey 
Club in Ontario. The example of coun- 
tries farther away has failed to impress 
racing executives in the United States. 
With a few notable exceptions, their 
imagination, when applied to the creation 
of new races in recent years, has run 
the gamut from 81% to 9 furlongs. 


Books and Horses 


Our Aunt Nancy. who a few years ago 
went past 80 at a faster clip than we 
went past 30 more than a few years ago, 
is beginning to slow up a little; at least. 


she hasn’t been to Florence or Granada 
or Hong Kong in the last year or so. 
She’s not much of a racing fan, and 
probably hasn’t had a horse try to run 
away with her since William Howard Taft 
was president. But she’s going to get 
a copy of Bradley Smith’s new book the 
next time she goes downtown, because it’s 
“such a beautiful book.” 

Many of our friends have been equally 
impressed by The Horse and the Blue 
Grass Country, a Doubleday publication 
which appeared on the shelves of book 
stores earlier in the month. They are 
impressed first by the pictures, of course, 
since Bradley Smith has made a _ profes- 
sion of camera journalism and has learn- 
ed, not only how to take effective pic- 
tures, but how to select and present the 
ones which will be most effective in in- 
triguing the  reader’s interest. (The 
author gets many of his best pictures by 
working in the subdued light of early 
morning or late afternoon.) 

The paucity of books of this sort, bridg- 
ing the gulf between the Thoroughbred 
race horse and the millions who are only 
vaguely aware of his story, is a problem 
demanding the attention of racing as a 
whole, and particularly of the public 
relations specialists in racing. One 
book of this sort is worth more than a 
thousand stories about Nickeldime winn- 
ing the sixth race and paying $6.20, $3.80, 
and $3.20. 

Nowhere in racing. however, is there 
an organization which takes the respon- 
sibility for encouraging the creation of 
lively, attractive, salable books by writers 
of established reputation and with the 
skills and judgments born of experience 
in a highly competitive market.

Bally Ache'’s Certain 


Of Proof on 


With the Kentucky Derby less than 2 
weeks away. C. V. Whitney’s Tompion 
ruled an 8-to-5 favorite, but Leonard 
Fruchtman’s front-running Bally Ache 
was still the one most likely to call the 
tune. Since Bally Ache’s normal strategy 
is to set the pace. leaving the burden of 
proof to the others, Tompion’s chances 
hinged, to a large degree, upon the results 
of forcing Bally Ache’s pace. 

The field was being thinned. Greentree 
Stable’s Weatherwise. Dr. and Mrs. J. R. 
Smith’s Noble Noor, Cain Hoy Stable’s 
All Hands, and Louis Lee Haggin II’s 
Careless John were declared from the 
race, and E. P. Taylor’s Victoria Park 
was to be a starter only if he showed 
improvement in the Blue Grass Stakes on 
April 28. Whether Sunny Blue Farm’s 
Venetian Way could be held together 
until May 7 was speculative. 

The principal question was which run- 
ner dared risk going with Bally Ache for 
114 miles. If no other chose to accept 
the task, the duty would fall to Tompion.

Derby Favorite Tompion 


The Tom Fool colt could do it if he had 
to. as he proved so handsomely at Keene- 
land, but it might be to his disadvantage. 
So could Venetian Way. 

Of the other candidates, only Pied d’Or 
has indicated that he could force a fast 
pace, but whether he could sustain the 
pressure long enough to help either his 
stretch-running stablemate Hillsborough 
or Tompion was questionable. Neither of 
the Calumet Farm runners was impressive 
at Keeneland, though no one in sound 
mind was ruling them out until trainer 
Jimmy Jones did so. 

The come-from-behind runners were 
plentiful, and their ranks were joined this 
week by Maine Chance Farm’s Never Give 
In, second to Francis S. in the Wood 
Memorial. Mrs. Elizabeth N. Graham in- 
dicated that, since Eddie Arcaro was re- 
luctant to accept the mount, she was 
negotiating with the English jockey Lester 
Piggott. Never Give In was to remain in 
New York until shortly before Derby Day. 

At mid-week owners of more than 20 


horses were making plans for May 7. 
But any one of 3 races before the 
Derby — the Blue Grass Stakes at Keene- 
land on April 28, the Stepping Stone 
Purse at Churchill Downs on April 30, or 
the Derby Trial Stakes on May 3 — could 
provide several changes the final 
line-up. 


The Casualties 


Weatherwise’s injury was a bruise to 
the left fore foot. near the heel, and train- 
er John Gaver (himself nursing a broken 
rib) said the Futurity winner's training 
would be interrupted for about 3 weeks. 

Trainer Ben Slasky reported that Noble 
Noor had rapped the inside of his right 
fore leg while winning the California 
Derby at Bay Meadows on Saturday. April 
23. On Sunday the leg was swollen. “The 
chances are he could go back there and 
run.” said assistant trainer W. R. Kanat- 
zer, “but the chances are just as good it 
would knock him out forever.” 

All Hands fractured the pastern of his 
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ACHE 


left fore leg, but the break was so slight 
that trainer W. C. Stephens guessed the 
colt would be going again in about a 
month. “He’ll probably be walking sound 
in a couple of days.” Stephens said. 
“Guess I'll have to go back to New York 
and crank up Bald Eagle.” 

A filling in his left knee was respon- 
sible for Careless John’s declaration. 
Trainer Harold Hoffman thought the 
colt had hurt the leg on April 20, when 
he was second to Divine Comedy.

and Bill Hartack went out of his way 
to handle Victoria Park. Steve Brooks. 
leading jockey of the meeting, rode Hills- 
borough in the Forerunner. 

Bourbon Prince broke quickest. but 
Pied d’Or rushed to the lead and had a 
2-length advantage at the end of the first 
quarter. Tompion moved up along the 
rail to join the Calumet pacemaker on 
the turn. then was taken off the rail and 
swung wide as ranged alongside 
Pied d’Or turning for the stretch. Here 
Victoria’ Park, making his move from 
third place. lacked racing room for a 
moment. but the 2 leaders spread apart 
approaching the eighth-pole, and Victoria 
Park came abreast’ Pied as 
Tompion moved away easily. winning by 
114 lengths without being urged.

toria Park had no difficulty in turning 
back Pied d°Or.

Tompion’s time of 1:2144 one- 
fifth of a second slower than the track 
record set last year by *Tomy Lee 6 
days before the Blue Grass Stakes. This 
year the fractions were three-fifths of a 
second faster in the first quarter and 
one-fifth faster in the second quarter, 
but a second slower than *Tomy Lee’s 
final 3 furlongs. 

Many of the sweltering spectators 
had the impression that they had just 
seen the Derby winner. Among the not- 
able exceptions were Leonard Frucht- 
man and James Pitt, and even the owner 
and trainer of Bally Ache probably had 
some misgivings after watching Tompion’s 
effortless victory under an ice-cold ride.

Friday's crowd at Keeneland was more 
than doubled the following day. The Ben 
Ali Handicap attracted only 6 entries, 
and one of these failed to start. As the 
horses were moving toward the gate, Als- 
vin unseated his rider, scrambled over the 
rail. and disappeared in the direction of 
the stables. Mary V. Fisher’s Fulcrum 
led throughout, and the odds-on Dunce

pushed him so hard in the stretch that he 
reduced the track record to 1:2524 for the 
7 furlongs and 184 feet. 

Earlier in the week 2. conspicuous 
siblings won their first starts. Venetian 
Way’s 2-year-old brother, He’s a Pistol 
won for owner J. Graham Brown, who 
bought him from John W. Greathouse for 
$14,200 at the Keeneland sales last sum- 
mer. Swooning, a 2-year-old_ sister to 
Swoons Son and Dogoon, won for her 
breeder and owner E. Gay Drake, who 
was on hand and recovering from the 
nearly disastrous effects of his activities 
as an amateur tree surgeon. 

Attendance and mutuel turnover for the 
first 10 days of Keeneland’s meeting show- 
ed a decline from the first 10 days of last 
year’s record-making spring meeting. 
when Keeneland had an 11-day meeting 
with 2 Saturdays. and with racing on 
Mondays. This year the meeting began 
on Saturday, April 9, and there was no 
racing on Mondays or on Good Friday. 
For the 10 days completed on the 23rd. 
attendance was 71,111, a decline of 
3,833, and turnover was $3.812,716, down 
$462,911.

Fort Erit. After checking the results 
of polls here and elsewhere, John J. 
Mooney. Jockey Club, Ltd... general 
manager. announced April 21, at a dinner 
called for the purpose, that with the 
opening of the Old Woodbine spring 
meeting May 9 in Toronto. fans would 
find more distance in their racing menu. 
(Page 839.) 

“Fifty per cent of our races.” Mooney 
said. “will be carded at distances of be- 
tween 1 and 2 miles. We intend to carry 
on that way for the balance of this sea- 
son. Our goal next year will be even 
higher than that, around 60 per cent at 
over a mile.” 

None in the group of over 175 at- 
tending the dinner and cocktail party 
asked a question. Mooney’s statement 
met almost complete agreement, possibly 
because other policies of the present 
management have proved sound. Since 
the Ontario Jockey Club took over racing 
in 1956. attendance and wagering totals 
have steadily increased. Last year the 3 


JC tracks had attendance of 1,598,469 
and mutuel pools totaling $120,689,582. 

Asked later whether he was satisfied 
with the distances of the Ontario stakes 
and handicaps. Mooney said that he was, 
“for the time, anyway.” 

“Our championship is a mile and five- 
eighths, and we've got 3 fall stakes at a 
mile and three-eighths to a mile and a 
half restricted for 3-year-olds, plus the 
mile-and-three-eighths Mohawk and_ the 
mile-and-three-quarters  Valedictory for 
3’s and up.” 

Late fall 2-year-old races include the 
Coronation Futurity, the Grey Stakes. 
and the Cup and Saucer, all at a mile and 
a sixteenth. Longest of the filly and mare 
races on the calendar are the Belle 
Mahone (turf) and the Tattling, both at 
a mile and one-eighth.

In 1958. it 
dropped another $750,000. and in 1959. 
it fell off again. by $800.000. 

The slide was arrested this year. 
however. and in most impressive fashion. 
The track closed its 43-day meeting on 
April 23 with a total mutuel play of 
$57.290.050. breaking the previous high 
of $57.162.170. The total attendance 
was 627.410. not a record but an increase 
of 4.65 per cent over the previous year. 
The handle was up 8.16 over 1959. 

Bill Hartack did not break any records 
but he equalled one—Joe Culmone’s mark 
of 58 winners in 1950. Hartack won 3 
races on closing day, and in the last race 
he put up a slashing ride on Gray Trust 
but finished third. 

As might be expected. 
inner circle. consisting primarily of James 
Donn Sr.. track president. and James 
Donn Jr.. executive vice president. was 
immensely pleased with the meeting. The 
Donns had kindness for practically every- 
one. 

The elder Donn, one of the most en- 
gaging track presidents in America. found 
several reasons for Gulfstream’s success.

“Without question the excellent weather 
played a large part.” he said, “And I 
fully believe. we have had better racing 
than ever before. On top of that, it has 
been a wonderful tourist season for the 


area. I know that the season has ex- 
tended far beyond the recognized dates 
set several years ago by so-called pro- 
phets. 

“However. there is one added thought 
Gulfstream Park represents a very friend- 
ly track. It is a track that seems to be 
closed to our customers.

“T think Florida can have 126 days of 
racing equal to any. anywhere.

Joe 
Tanenbaum. 

“At no time has Gulfstream enjoyed 
such favorable publicity in’ the 
This is due to the efforts of Joe Tanen- 
baum. who seems to be an indefatigable 
worker and a man of great personality. 
I must give him considerable credit for 
the favorable position we enjoy.” 

Donn leaned back in, his chair and 
smiled. “And I think a little credit might 
be given to a young man who has done 
a splendid job in his relationship with 
the horsemen. He is none other than 
Jimmy Donn Jr. He is sincere and honest 
and there is no equivocation about him. 
He isn’t always saying one thing and 
meaning something else.

“And. finally, don’t forget Jimmy Ross.

Jimmy Donn Jr. also credited the near- 
perfect weather and the generally good 
tourist season for the track’s success. then 
made several other observations.

The area is growing 
constantly, and it has to help us. I don’t 
think it’s a one-year thing. There’s no 
reason why we can’t continue to improve 
on handle and attendance.” 

Donn felt that Gulfstream’s new starter. 
George (Buddy) Wingfield. had gained 
the confidence of fans and horsemen. 

“He’s an excellent starter. and he’s 
got a first-rate crew working with him.” 


THE 2,000 GUINEAS 


The first classic of the English rac- 
ing season “went American.” In the 
one-mile Two Thousand Guineas, run 
at Newmarket on April 27, sons of 
American-bred sires finished a head 
apart in first and second places, and 
the winner carried the colors of an 
American owner. 

Reginald N. Webster’s Martial (Hill 
Gail—Discipliner, by *Court Martial), 
an 18-1 chance. defeated the favored 
Venture (Relic—Rose O’Lynn, by 
Pherozshah). with Auroy (Aureole— 
Millet. by Mieuxce) in third place, 4 
lengths away. 

Martial, bought for 2.400 guineas as 
a yearling in 1958. won 2 of his 3 races 
last year. including the Coventry 
Stakes at the Royal Ascot meeting. In 
2 previous starts this year he had fin- 
ished unplaced to John McShain’s Die 
Hard in the Athboy Stakes at Phoenix 
Park and second to Newbus in the 
Thirsk Classic Trial Stakes. He is 
trained by P. J. Prendergast in Ireland. 
Martial is the first classic winner by 
the 1952 Santa Anita Derby and Ken- 
tucky Derby winner Hill Gail, which 
has stood in Ireland since 1955. 

Chances of another American victory 
in the One Thousand Guineas of April 
29 are discussed by R. J. Ratcliff in 
his report on page 854. 


Donn said. “It means an awful lot for 
a starter to have the same people work- 
ing with him. Wingfield did do an ex- 
cellent) job. There were practically no 
bad starts the entire meeting. 

Another major improvement at Gulf- 
stream was the fact that post times were 
strictly observed. First post was at 1:50, 
and at precisely that time the horses were 
at the gate.

ORGANIZATIONS 
The ATOA's New Pilot 


The American Thoroughbred Owners 
Association, potentially one of the most 
constructive forces in U. S. racing, has 
been slow in getting into action, partly 
because its members thought of so many 
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things to do that it became difficult to 
decide which of them to do. This week. 
after sitting on the ramp for the better 
part of 2 years. the organization appeared 
ready to choose a destination—still in- 
dicated only as “a constructive program 
for racing’”—and take off. 

Adm. Cato D. Glover, who knew more 
about warfare than Warfare. in February 
resigned his position as executive director 
of the ATOA, vacating the plush offices 
in Miami. To succeed him. the organiz- 
ation retained the services of an experi- 
enced trouble shooter, J. Dana Tasker. 
who was named executive vice president 
at a meeting held on the afternoon of Mon- 
day. April 25, at the Campbell House in 
Lexington. 

As a small-scale breeder and owner. 
Tasker has more than a passing acquaint- 
ance with the personnel and the problems 
of racing, but heretofore his talents have 


been applied mainly in the field of 
journalism. After his graduation from 
Amherst, he spent 3 years with the 


Reader’s Digest, 3 years with Newsweek, 
and about 16 years with Time. rising to 
the post of executive editor. Later. at 
the request of the publisher of Look, he 
spent a year in reorganizing that pub- 
lication. Through other working associa- 
tions, he is familiar with television, motion 
picture production, and other forms of 
communication. 

In recent years Tasker has lived in 
California. He had no definite plans to 
announce immediately, but his tentative 
thought was that he would establish the 
bases for his new work in New York and 
Lexington.

Mommy Dear. carrying the highest impost of 
her career and conceding 6 to 17 pounds to 6 
rivals, won the Distaff Handicap by nearly 2 
lengths from the good sprinter Tinkalero. An 
odds-on favorite, she challenged the Bolero mare 
on the far turn and drew away in the last 
sixteenth. 

Tinkalero, with a stiff. wind at her back, 
ran a half-mile in :44%5, and her time for 6 
furlongs. 1:0925, equaled the track record for the 
distance. Mommy Dear finished out the last  fur- 
long, running into the wind, in :13%5, and_ her 
time for 7 furlongs was 1:23, three-fifths of a 
second slower than the track record. 

Mommy Dear won the Sorority Stakes at 2 and 
in her last race of the year, at Belmont Park on 
September 24, she injured her pelvis as she was 
leaving the starting gate. She won, but did not 
race again for nearly 10 months. After her re- 
turn, in July, 1959, she won 2 of 4 races and 
finished second in the Test Stakes. Mommy Dear 
this year finished third in the Columbiana Hand- 
icap, and on March 30, in her last race before 
the Distaff, she won the Correction Handicap. 

She was the first stakes winner this year for 
Polynesian, which died in 1959. Pedigree and 
family notes were in The Blood-Horse of April 9, 
page 722.

A few minutes 
later. | expect to see Mrs. Jackson leading 
Never Too Late into the winner’s enclo- 
sure facing the red brick weighing room 
at Britain’s turf headquarters. 

Never Too Late. which will be the first 
horse to carry the long established Jack- 
son colors in England. is by the late R.

Nicky. Mr. Jackson bought *Gloria 
Nicky when she was carrying Never Too 
Late. which was foaled in America and 
sent to France as a yearling to be trained 
by Etienne Pollet at Chantilly.

Never Too Late reappeared at Maisons- 
Laffitte on April 8. when she spread- 
eagled a moderate field in the 1-mile 
Prix Imprudence. It could be argued that 
a number of fillies could have won this 
race with equal ease. but the way in 
which Never Too Late lengthened her 
stride to come away from her opponents 
over the final furlong was a joy to watch 
and provided a big thrill for Mr. and Mrs. 
Jackson. who were there. 

I saw this race at Maisons-Laffitte and 
am confident that this filly’s long low 
action will enable her to outstay the mod- 
erate collection of English runners up the 
stiff hill which must be met at the end of 
the straight mile at Newmarket. 

At one time it was thought that the 
unbeaten Irish filly Paddy’s Sister would 
give Never Too Late plenty to do in the 
One Thousand, but she broke down so 
badly in a recent training gallop that it 
is unlikely that she will ever race again. 

If. as I expect. Never Too Late wins 
the One Thousand Guineas. she will be- 
come the first American-owned filly to do 
so for many years. 


Venture and His Rivals 


On the same day that Mrs. Jackson’s 
filly won at Maisons-Laffitte, Venture won 
the Prix Djebel. run over the same course, 
with equal ease. Once again the opposition 
was weak. but Venture. winner of the Im- 
perial Produce Stakes at Kempton and the 
Middle Park Stakes at Newmarket as well 
as 2 races in France. is a lazy colt which 
refuses to do more than is necessary in 
his home gallops. For this reason trainer 
Alec Head had not been able to get him 
as forward in condition as he would have 
liked. Even so. Venture covered the mile 
in nearly 2 seconds faster time than Never 
Too Late. ° 

I think Venture, a son of Relic—Rose 
o Lynn. by Pherozshah. will win the Two 
Thousand Guineas. which Aly Khan, Alec 
Head, and jockey George Moore took with 
Taboun last year. but he will have a stiff 
task with such as Filipepi. St. Paddy, and 
Newbus in the field. 

Filipepi. which did not run last season, 
won the Greenham Stakes at Newbury by 
5 lengths from Taurus and Red Gauntlet 
on April 8. Taurus was not of much ac- 
count last year. but Red Gauntlet was 
rated only 8 pounds behind Venture in 
the Free Handicap for 2-year-olds. How- 
ever. | very much doubt if Red Gauntlet 
showed his true running in the Greenham. 
and so it could be easy to overestimate 
Filipepi. a lightly framed son of the 1955 
Ascot Gold Cup winner Botticelli and the 
Panorama mare Honey Hill. 

St. Paddy, a handsome bay colt by 
Aureole out of Edie Kelly. by Bois Rous- 
sel. ran only twice last season. After 


being unplaced at York in August, he won 
the Royal Lodge Stakes (1 mile) by 5 
lengths from Goose Creek at the Ascot 
September meeting. This did not tell us 
much, for Goose Creek is a long way from 
top class. but no colt could have won 
more impressively than St. Paddy. Fol- 
lowing the same program as he did with 
Crepello in 1957, trainer Noel Murless 
does not intend to run him before the big 
race on April 27. 

Newbus. by Nimbus out of Gameness. 
by Big Game. won only one of his 5 races 
last season. but finished a close-up second 
to Paddy’s Sister in the Champagne Stakes 
at Doncaster, and was rated within 4 
pounds of Venture. Newbus got off to 
a good start this year by winning the 
Thirsk Classic Trial Stakes from the Irish 
colt Martial on April 9, but I shall be 
surprised if he can beat Venture in the 
Two Thousand. 


John McShain’s Derby Chance 


These are early days in which to dis- 
cuss Derby prospects, but a recent trip to 
the Phoenix Park (Dublin) track has left 
me with the impression that Mr. John Me- 
Shain’s 14.000-guinea purchase Die Hard 
will take a lot of beating at Epsom on 
June 1. Die Hard. by Never Say Die out 
of Mixed Blessing. by Brumeux, did not 
run as a 2-year-old. but is unbeaten in 2 
races this season. The most recent was at 
Phoenix Park on April 16. when, after 
plenty of bad luck in running. he won a 
9-furlong race just as he liked. 

This handsome chestnut colt could well 
be another Ballymoss for his sporting 
owner. who has already endeared himself 
to the British racing public.

AUSTRALIA 


Tulloch for Ascot? 


SypNEY. Two weight-for-age victories at 
the AJC centenary meeting were enough 
to raise the lifetime earnings of Tulloch 
(Khorassan—Florida) to a record figure 
of £72.618. Redcraze had held the Aus- 
tralian record, with £71,481. The stable 
is still keen to run Tulloch in the Holly- 
wood Gold Cup. but transport difficulties 
may cause a change of plans. and owner 
E. A. Haley is now saying that he would 
like to race the champion against Europe’s 
best at Ascot. 

As in the 115-mile Invitation Stakes, the 
finish of the 2-mile Sydney Cup was 
fought out by Valerius (122) and Grand 
Garry (120). but the decision was _ re- 
versed. Grand Garry winning by half a 
length after overcoming his rival’s 3-length 
lead in the straight. The winner got the 
distance in 3:20.7. setting a record for the 
race. Grand Garry. by the Melbourne Cup 
winner Dalray (Balloch—Broivene) out 
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of Lanky Lass (Highland Laddie—Perfect 
Morn), comes from Queensland. where he 
won the St. Leger before losing narrowly 
to Macdougal in the 2-mile Brisbane Cup. 

Disappointments of the £12.500 Sydney 
Cup were the Leger winner Nilarco (3, 
114) and the Melbourne Cup victor Mac- 
dougal (131). Other stars in the field in- 
cluded Sir Blink (VRC Derby), Regal 
Wench (Caulfield Cup). Royal Jester, 
and Trellios. 

Neville Sellwood. who rode the Cup 
winner, set a record by winning with 10 of 
his 28 mounts during the meeting. One of 
his winners was Noholme (Star Kingdom 
—Oceana), which outclassed good milers 
in the weight-for-age All Aged Stakes; 
the time. 1:3415, was a record for the race 
and a quarter-second outside the Aus- 
tralian record. 

For the second year in succession Tudor 
Hill (Ottoman—Charmeuse) In 
Love (Tauber—Loyal Lass) were first 
and second in the Doncaster Handicap. 
Third was Prince Lea. which defeated 
Noholme in the Caulfield Guineas last 
spring. Tudor Hill. under 126 pounds, 
was a 20-to-l1 chance. His time. 1:35, 
was a record for the mile race. 

The Star Kingdom boom continued at 
the Sydney yearling sales. 14 of his get 
bringing 65,750 guineas. average 4.696; a 
colt out of Confection brought 15.500 
guineas. an Australian record. During the 
3 days of selling 477 lots brought 399.215 
guineas. average 837. . 

A brother to *Sailor’s Guide (Light- 
house II—Jehane). winner of the Interna- 
tional at Laurel, was sold privately to an 
unidentified American. The price was 
not disclosed.

Quarter Horse Critic 


Much of the growth of the breed has 
been due to “bulldozing tactics.” The 
saddle clubs of which I have been a mem- 
ber put on approved QH shows at the 
insistence of the few QH owners who cry 
and kick up a fuss until they are ap- 
peased. The QH boys do not show under 
AHSA rules. but under their own rules 
and their own judges. A small show does 
not have the money to hire 2 judges. and 
that is where the QH boys make their 
points. 

In the open classes. other breeds don’t 
have a chance. The QH judges fault any 
horse that is not QH type. For instance. 
Arabs are not placed. as they are high- 
headed horses. There have been many in- 
stances of Arabs out-performing QH 
horses. and then not being placed, and 
when asked, the judge told the people that 


he could only place “western type horses.” 
Some Arab owners have had to tie wires 
on the ears of their horses and make 
them stand that way until they lowered 
their heads naturally. My Arab once was 
being trained by a trainer who trained 
one of the very top QH cutting horses. 
and he felt that my colt was much better 
than any QH prospect as he was very 
quick. I took him out of training as I got 
tired of trying to make him look like a 
QH rather than an Arab so the judge 
could not fault him. As a result of con- 
trolling the judges, you either show a 
QH. or you don’t show. Thus many people 
have bought the breed just so they can 
show. 

For perhaps 15 years I have followed 
the QH game. I had considered it, but 
I thought it was so fantastic that it would 
never sell. | saw the Quarter Horses that 
were bred by the boys that kept the breed 
alive 50 years or so, and they don’t look 
like Wimpy that you picture. They were 
more of the Roman type. 

I have a letter in my file from a woman 
in the rough foothills in Canada. She tells 
me that they have a big cattle ranch 
where the going is rough, and they use 
horses all the time for working cattle and 
getting them moved. They use our friend, 
the Thoroughbred. and most of their cow 
ponies have race records on recognized 
tracks. She said that they have more cow
